Curzon, Britain’s' Minister, Coldly Silent on Entente; 
Caillaux Exile, Prophesies 


eturn to Power 
/ 


tiny, obscure health resort, envel- 
oped in mystery and aloof from the 
world, reposes Lord Curzon, For- 
cign Minister of Great Britain, 
nursing back his health. A few 
intles away, sitting in a flower gar- 
den and receiving callers from 
everywhere, is Joseph Caillaux, 
_former Premier of France, observ- 
ing his term of exile from Paris 


/and politics and awaiting the mo- 
ment of his return. 


HATRED COMPLETE 

Perhaps no two men in all Eu- 
rope have the potential strength 
during the next few yéars. And 
no two men have such complete 
hatre for each other as this 
“eminent Grise” of every British 
Caginet since the war and the man 
whose brilliant career was inter- 
rupted just before the war by a 
revolver in his wife's hands and 
who later was tried as a traitor. 

The events of the last few weeks 
prove that for the. present situa- 
tion in Europe—the precarious 
state of health of the Entente Cor- 
diale—-Lord Curzon is largely re- 
sponsible. Those same events 
bring up the question: Wi!! Cail- 
laux’s star again rise? For with 
all the venom that has been shown 
for this man—this may who has 
been spat upon and stoned in 
places——no one has ever yet dis- 
claimed that he isa fan not only 
of culture, but of genius, and that 
he was the ablest Finance Minister 
france ever had. In view of the 
reception given his chief lleuten- 
ant, ex-Minister of the Interior 
Malvy, who returned from banish- 
ment only a week ago, the possi- 
bility of Caillaux'’s return must be 
seriously considered.

His 
exile has done him good, for phy- 
sically he is fit and ready for any- 
thing. ‘ 

After his amusement at my tell- 
ing him of Lord Curzen he broke 
off the talk to show me the scar 
on his head which resulted from 
his recent venture with the French 
royalist mob at Toulouse. It was 
an edventure which sent him @o the 
hospital, But which he cheerfully 
admits was the best thing that had 
happened to him since his trial in- 
asmuch as it veered pular opin- 
ion to such a point that the ques- 
tion was raised in Parliament as 
| to whether a Frenchman could be 
thus treated by Frenchmen with 
impunity. 

Caillaux, while not keen about 
interviews, apparently had greater 
interest than Curzon in public 
—- in the United States. He 
said: 


“Like England after Waterloo, 
America emerged from the last 
war as the greatest world power. 
Unfortunately she has not yet dis- 


covered how to use her 
strength.” 
I discovered that Calllaux’s 


guests during the previous twenty- 
four hours were Anatole France 
and the Prince and Princess of 
Monaco. Rather a wide range of 
friends for a man d and 
exiled, I opined. | 


EXILE NEAR END 

Then while not permitting direct 
quotations, Caillaux made no secret 
of his expectation of coming back 
to power. Ue reminded me that 
after the next parliamentary elec- 
tions his exile from Paris will have 
only nine months to run. 

“Pt course.” he said, “the loss 
of poljstcal rights—only my politi- 
cal rights, for they forgot to take 
away my other civic rights—wiil 
still have four years to run, but 
we hope in the meantime to have 
the judgement annulled.” 


I asked about the return of 
Malvy and his candidacy for Par- 
liament. 


“He is sure to be elected.” Cail- 
laux said, “just so sure as I’m sit- 
ting hére.’

He did not sneer openly but I felt 
that he might. Finally I asked 
him about the situation in general.
